A sensation was sprung in the Bacon 


suit this morning, whon atto.-ney J. J. 
Scrivner for the plaintiff, Mrs. Mamie 
Bacon, filed notice that at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon he would move for nn order 
appolntins a receiver to take charge of 
the estate nnd property of the defendant, 
Frank Bacon. The notice further states 
that the motion would bo made upon the 
grounds that tho defendant ia incompe- 
tent to manag-e his property and estate 
and is squandering it. 


The fact that he has threatened to pay 


hid attorneys In this case 510,000 la a fur- 
ther cause assigned for the necessity of a 
receiver being appointed. 


Attorney Scrivner gave notice that he 


would make a motion that the plaintiff be 
allowed $500 for counsel foes. 


The motion is to be made upon the tes- 


timony and records introdiiced and also 
upon the affidavits of Charles N. Fox, E. 
P. Cole, D. Fredenrlch and J. C. Camp- 
bell. 


The notice came as a painful surprise 


to Bacon and attorney Percy, who has 
been so diligently striving to prove that 
Bacon is a poor man. 


Bacon winked hard when the notice was 


read and probably regretted hlB testimony 
when he said he was without money and 
had to borrow from his mother, and also 
that he was a mere llffure head when tho 
former manager of the Bacon Land and 
Loan Company. 


Judge Kllsworth ordered that the notice 


bo served, and the plaintiff scored her 
flrst victory. 


Bacon was then placed on the stand and 


subjocted to a severe cross-examination 
relative to the "threatened" fee of Jlfi.000 
for his attorneys in this case. 


Judge Ellsworth appeared to consider

A very Interesting talk on the Lloyd1 


methods, and objects, was given by Al- 
cott Haskell at Miss Horton's School 
yesterday afternoon ancj evening. Mr. 
Haskell 
is a graduate of the Lloyd 


Teachers' Training School in Boston. 
His 
lecture 
was illustrated with a 


complete set of models showing1 the 
progress of the course from the first to 
the last. 
' " 


"Lloyd," said Mr. Haskell, "Is a sys- 


tem of mental, not manual training In 
which thought is the determining fac- 
tor. Its purpose is not the develop- 
ment of the muscles; but the develop- 
ment of thought. Vividness of thought 
is the basis of our work. To preserve 
this in the mind of the child, we in- 
troduce variety into our system. The 
same exercise is not repeated over and 
over, but is first taken in its simplest 
form, recurring in connection with oth- 
er exercises. One other method Is to 
have 
a working drawing. Thus the 


child Is all the time planning uncon- 
sciously for the work he is to do. Mis- 
takes are then avoided and perfection 
increased. 


Perseverance is taught through ex- 


perience with the tools. The work la so 
graded that failure is impossible, and 
success is insured because the mind is 
never allowed to fall into that disor- 
ganized train of thought which dis- 
couragement 
causes. The secret of 


success in Lloyd lies in the systematic 
steps to reach the result. 


"Lloyd is based on usefulness. The 


models 
are always finished and are 


made with the purpose in view of beins 
of service. Thus the creative powers of 
the child's mind are developed and his 
interest stimulated. This In Itself Is far 
more valuable than the acquisition of 
skill in makingr models, which is not the 
prime object.". 


The aims of Lloyd may be summar- 


ized as follows: To Instil a taste for 
and a love of labor In general; to de- 
velop 
independence and self-reliance; 


to train in habits of order, exactness, 
cleanliness and neatness; to train the 
eye and sense of form; to cultivate dex- 
terity of hand and develop touch, and 
to train in habits of attention and in- 
terest. 
The 
regular three-year course in 


Lloyd will be introdiiced into the Hor- 
ton 
School 
with the coming term. 


Judging from the interest manifested 
yesterday, the course will undoubtedly 
be a success. 


Miss 
Horton has arranged an en- 


largement of. the course at the school 
which will permit of the introduction 
of 
graduate 
work 
in English and 
French. Competent teachers will have 
charge of this -department. The work 
is now being carefully planned by the 
principal, whose success as .an educat- 
or in this city w'lll. insure the success 
of any of her unaertakings.--T-he school 
furnishes a complete education from 
the 
kindergarten 
to the University, 


The first scholars who have prepared 
themselves 'for college at' this institu- 
tion, will enter the University with the 
coming term.

A sensation was sprung in the Bacon 


suit this morning, when attorney J. J. 
Scrlvner for the plaintiff, Mrs. Mamie 
Bacon, filed notice that at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon he would move for nn order 
appointing a receiver to take charge or 
the estate and property of tho defendant, 
Frank Bacon. The notice further states 
that the motion would be made upon the 
grounds that the defendant Is incompe- 
tent to manage his property and estate 
and Is squandering it. 


The fact that he has threatened to pay 


his attorneys in this case $10,000 Is a fur- 
ther cause assigned for the necessity of a 
receiver being appointed. 


Attorney Bcrlvner gave notice that ho 


would make a motion that the plaintiff be 
allowed S500 for counsel fees. 


The motion is to be made upon .the tes- 


timony and records introduced and also 
upon the affidavits of Charles N. Fox, E. 
P. Cole, 3}. Fredenrlch and J. C. Camp- 
bell. 


The notice came as a painful surprise 


to Bacon and attorney Percy, who has 
been so diligently striving to prove that 
Bacon is a poor man. 


Bacon winked hard when the notice was 


read and probably regretted hlB testimony 
when he said he was without money and 
had to borrow from his mother, and also 
that he was a mere figure hearl when the 
former manager of the Bacon Land and 
Loan Company. 


Judge Ellsworth ordered that the notice 


bs served, and the plaintiff scored her 
first victory. 


Bacon was then placed on the stand and 


subjected to a severe cross-examination 
relative to the "threatened" fee of J1D.OOO 
for his attorneys In this case. 


Judge Ellsworth appeared to consider 


that this was a pretty fat fee for the 
suit. 
"That Includes their fee for defending

I have stood in with Per- 
kins, Hllborn and.Barham and indors- 
ed their men for pl-aces, yet they have 
treated me with scant courtesy.

kins promised me that he would not 
recommende Spear' for Surveyor, yet I 
afterward learned that he suggested to 
the President tfcat Jaokson might be 
made Collector 
and Spear 
Surveyor. 


They indorse'} Lynch for Internal Rev- 
enue Collector and A. C. Tufts for drug 
inspector while I was sick.
